Q Are child care expen- 
ses deductible for all child- 
ren regardless of their age 
or is the age of the child 
important at all? 

A, Yes, Expenses are de- 
ductible for children who 
are under age 14 at any 
time during the year or, if 
the child is 14 or over, he 
must have been dependent 
upon his parents because of 
physical or mental infirm- 
ity. 

Q What kind of expenses 
are deductible? 

A, Deductible expenses 
include costs cf babysitting 
and day nursery care, and up 
to $15 per child per week 
for lodging paid at boarding 
schools and camps, If child 
care expenses are to beded= 
uctible, they must be for 
care in Canada; furthermore 
payments for such items as 
clothing, transportation, ed- 
ucation or medical care are 
not considered to be child 
care expenses, 

Q Must I keep receipts 
for child care expenses? 

A. Yes, Deductions clai- 
med for child care expenses 
must be supported by re= 
ceipts, The name and add= 
ress of the person to whom 
you make payments for child 
care must be provided on 
all receipts, Except for an 
organization such as a day 
nursery, the Social Insure 
ance Number of the recip- 
ient must also be included 
on the receipt, You will not 
be required to attach these 
receipts to your return but 
you must keep them in the 
event the Department wishes 
to inspect them, 

Q. How much may be dee 
ducted for child care exe 
penses and does it matter 
to whom the payments are 
made? 

A, A taxpayer may deduct 
the amount actually spent on 
child care provided it does 
not exceed the least of: 

$500 per child, or

There are two further re- 
quirements regarding the | 
person to whom child care 
payments are made, First, 
child care expenses are not 
deductible if they are paid 
to a person claimed as a 
dependant for tax purposes 
by either of the parents, or 
to a person under 21 who is 
related to either parent by 
blood, marriage or adoption 
Secondly, any allowable de~ 
duction for child care ex= 
penses must be supported 
by a receipt which indicates 
the name, address and So- 
cial Insurance Number of 
the person to whom payments 
were made, 

Q. Can a father deduct 
babysitting fees from his 
income? 

A, Child care expense can 
be deducted by the father if, 
during the year, he was sing- 
le, widowed, divorced or se- 
parated by a written agree- 
ment, He may also make the 
deduction if the mother is 
incapable of caring for her= 
self or the children or ifshe 
is confined for 14 days or 
more to bed, hospital, wheel= 
chair, mental hospital or 
prison, The father’s deduc- 
tion is limited to $15 per 
week for each child up to 
$60 per week, The same 
limitations of $500 per child 
or $2,000 per year for the 
whole family also apply in 
this case, 

Q. When the father and 
mother both work, can ei- 
ther of them claim the child 
care expenses? 

A. No, When both parents 
work only the mother can 
claim the child care expen- 
ses, 

Q. Can a mother hire her 
older child as a babysitter? 

A. The rule is fhat a moe 
ther cannot claim the 
amounts paid to a person 
who is under age 21, and 
related to her or her hus- 
band by blood, marriage or 
adoption, or if the person 
is claimed as a dependant,

REFLECTS 


Time to decide 
on central control 


Western Canadians should follow with intense consider- 
ation the discussions and results of the conference of 
first ministers, (The Prime Minister and Provincial 
Premiers) on January 22nd-23rd, Poor policies and de- 
cisions hold a potential threat of setting the west back 
a generation or more, 

At a time when the west has four dynamic and new 
premiers at the helm it appeared that western Canada 
was beginning to realize its potential for development, 
Wrong decisions now could block that development, as 
it has been blocked before by federal government 
policies which did not understand the needs of the west. 

Our strong bold Prime Minister is also a strong 
centralist, So a basic concern becomes “‘Is centralism 
right for Canada - from Come By Chance to Victoria - 
from Estevan to Ungava? 

Russia has a large country like ours, with a power 
structure with absolute control from the centre, Which 
may be working efficiently for the governors, Little input 
comes from the people - in fact dissenting input is not 
tolerated! 

Presumably the reasoning behind tight federal control 
from the centre is that the brain power can be gathered 
at the centre - squads of experts, consultants, advisers - 
analysts within reach of the real central core = a handful 
of cabinet ministers and the prime minister, who wield 
the power. Now the masses will get what is best for 
them = or will they? The masses will pay for all the 
experts and all the studies and all the bureaucracy, And 
the theory seems to be that they can be kept happy with 
an unending stream of government ‘Grants,’ Sounds like 
something free from big brother doesn’t it? 

City governments too, like centralism, Pull everybody 
off the farms = out of small centres = they can pay taxes 
to city hall, Cities can also collect the experts and do 
what is best - and wield the power, Power is the key word 
in any kind of centralism, Few are the politicians or 

industrial barons who can resist its lure, + ‘ 

" The ‘experts’ and the governments’ of the Western 
world have known for 20 years or more that the Arabs 
might at any time decide to use the power of their oil 
resources for political purposes, Sowhy do the masses of 
the people find themselves inthe position they are now in, 
Not very rough for Canadians, but plenty hard on Euro- 
peans and the United Kingdom people, Because selling 
arms to both sides was extremely profitable? 

The answer must come through decentralization of 
power, A university degree does not make an expert - 
experience does that, But the voice of experience can be 
lost under central control, - 

The January conference should produce a serious 
confrontation on centralist control versus decentralized 
strength, All Canadians should use their own practical 
knowledge and experience in assessing what takes place 
at that joint session, 

Which means that ‘emotional’ reaction must be discard- 
ed, We believe the present government in Ottawa believe 
they can be re-elected in the present situation by playing 
on the emotions of Canadians, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and the Maritimes may be made to appear 
‘anti-Canadian’ if they oppose Ottawa, 

Which will be most unfair, And could set Canada back 
50 years, The issue here is that if Canada is to be strong - 
the Maritimes and the West must be strong, We have 
suffered for 106 years because federal politicians needed 
only to get the Ontario and Quebec vote to get elected, 

Every westerner should remember that! But perhaps 
only those who can remember the ‘Dirty Thirties’ 
really understand what the upcoming conference can 
mean to western Canada, 

We were literally starving then - and all we got from 
the east was codfish! 

But how can our young people understand, With one

line in a social studies text that told them ‘‘In the thirties 
there was a serious depression,’’ With university pro- 
fessors from India, the United States, the United Kingdom 
and Europe outnumbering Canadians, At times the students 
can’t get past the accents - let alone learn their Canadian 
heritage, The older people must instruct the young in 
matters where the educational institutions have not, 

Not so long ago Mr, Trudeau told western farmers to 
“Sell your own wheat,’’ If Albertans now want to sell 
their own oil.- that is something else, When Manitoba 
wanted to market agricultural products their marketing 
agency was ruled out of order by the federal government, 

The oil companies have a role to play as well, and the 
president of the Canadian Petroleum Association has said 
it is ‘unfair, scandalous’’ to ask one particular industry 
and one particular province to subsidize the rest of 
Canada, 

Neither the federal government or the Alberta govern- 
ment were there when billions of dollars and enormous 
expertise were required todo the exploration of petroleum 
resources, The federal government’s new national energy 
corporation won’t change the need for the industry to 
play a strong role » afd they know it, They invite Amer- 
ican retaliation - which could hurt us a lot, Mr, Lewis 
and the NDP not withstanding, We had better lend an ear 
when the industry talks about ‘‘undermining investor 
confidence,’’ For as Albertans we have much to lose, 

Prices will have to go up = the federal minister, 
Mr, MacDonald knows it and should allow it on a graduated 
basis, Government subsidies have never solved a problem 
at the roots, although they may have saved a lot of votes 
over the years, At best they must be a strictly temporary 
measure, 

Westerners are Canadians = - forthright hardworking 
fine Canadians, They should watch the Conference pro- 
ceedings thoughtfully, for they have much at stake as 
Canadians, 

We have an intelligent and strong Prime Minister 
and an intelligent and strong Premier, Mr, Lougheed, 
we believe is more a humanist and less an intellectual, 
and Mr, Trudeau vice versa, Kiowledgeable westerners

Brings Out Resourcefulness 


British industrial companies have devised a variety of 
novel methods of producing power faced with a national 
electricity shortage, These range froma furniture manu- 
facturer burning sawdust to a northern England firm intro- 
ducing an 85 year old steam engine to drive a generator, 
In a shipyard plans for maintaining production include 
using ships’ generators as a power source, 


In Newcastle a cabinet company completed orders on 
time by the light of candles and hurricane lamps, A small 
clothing firm in the same city used photographic light 
meters to find the best position for hundreds of candles. 
Another clothing firm moved production into the canteen 
because it offered better light. 


Full-time jobs of nearly 500 people were saved by a store 
in Darlington, when it seized the opportunity of buying a 
fairground showman’s generators, 


Hundreds of women textile workers are setting up 
‘mini-factories’ at home, In the clothingindustry electric 
cutting machines are being temporarily abandoned and 
production is being maintained by a return to the tradi- 
tional skill of cutting by hand, 


A most ingenious way of combating the power shortage 
is the use of an old water mill by a firm of snuff makers 
in Sheffield, Northern England, The mill was originally 
installed when the firm was founded in 1737 and now once 
again uses water from a nearby river to grind, mix and 
sift snuff on non-power days, 


In the shipping industry, Swan Hunter is keeping its work- 
ers employed by taking power from the engine of one of 
its tankers, ‘‘It’s just like plugging in to a small genera- 
ting station,’’ said a spokesman,

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Leisure a problem 
-short work week 


What will people do with 
their free time when the 
three or four day work week 
becomes common? 

Nearly 100 Alberta bus- 
inesses and organizations 
are experimenting with the 
shortened work week, Acc~ 
ording to G E, Gough, sece 
retary of the board of indus- 
trial relations, between 
2,000 and 2,500 Albertans 
are now working only three 
or four days each week, 

The employees involved 
work longer hours each day, 
but fewer days each week, 
“There appears to be a 
growing trend toward the 
compressed work week, says 
Mr, Gough, ‘‘Employees now 
operating on a shorter week 
have been granted special 
one year permits, but within 
the next year the time limit 
may be dropped.’’ 

R. W. Chapman, president 
of Capilano Motors, says 
about 40 per cent of his em- 
ployees have been working 
three 12-hour days each 
week since last September, 

He calls the shortened 
work week ‘‘about 95 per 
cent successful, ’’ 

“‘The time our employees 
spend off the job, rather than 
the time they spend on the 
job, is the problem, After 
the first few months the 
novelty of having an extra 
two days off each week wears 
off, 

“The problem for the em- 
ployer is tointerest employ- 
ees in leisure activities such 
as community work rather 
than have them just sitting 
around,’’ he says.

The House of Commons 
chalked up one of the long- 
est sessions in recent years 
during 1973, sitting almost 
continuously from Jan, 4 to 
Dec, 21, and even the custo-~ 
mary Summer recess was 
interrupted by an emergen- 
cy session to deal with the 
crippling national railway 
strike, 

But, while it was a long 
session, it was not an ex- 
ceptionally productive one 
with respect to getting mean- 
ingful legislation passed by 
the House, The main reason 
was that the minority liber- 
al governmext tabled legise 
lation on a selective basis, 
avoiding controversial bills 
that might alienate the NDP 
members in the House, NDP 
support has been crucial to 
the government, especially» 
yen the House has-been 

led upon to vote on non- 
confidence motions, 

During the year the gov- 
ernment tabled 60 bills, and 
at year’s end some 48 had 
been passed, These figures 
are misleading, though, bee 
cause many of the bills were 
of the house-keeping type, 
measures designed to cor- 
rect or clear up discrepane 
cies in other bills passed 
by the House, Others were 
tabled to accomplish some 
simple purpose, such as 
changing the name of a rid- 
ing, Of the total passed in 
the last session, five did 
no more than change the 
names of ridings, and asixth 
one was tabled to suspend 
the operation of a bill tabled 
earlier, 

A significant role in the 
@@t session was played by 

he Conservative Opposition 
in the House, Because of the 
fact that the Conservative 
party had only twoless seats 
in the House than the govern- 
ing Liberal party, the Cone 
servatives had an equal num- 
ber of members sitting on 
the various committees, and 
it was in the committee 
meetings that the Official

Opposition was able to as- 
sert itself, 

In the present situation 
there is usually a tug-of- 
war between the government 
and the Official Opposition 
when bills are being worked 
over in a committee, and 
unless the government is 
willing to give in to some 
extent a bill can be held 
in committee almost indef- 
initely, 

This is where the Opposi- 
tion Conservative party has 
been able to make itself 
felt, and as a result most of 
the major government bills 
have had to undergo consid- 
erable alteration before 
being reported out of com- 
mittee, For instance, when 
the government attempted to 
press for total abolition of 
the death penalty for murder 
last December, when the 
Capital Punishment Bill was 
in committee, it was the Cone 
servative members on the 
committee who thwarted the 
government move and ree 
tained a provision in the law 
calling for the death penalty 
for convicted murderers of 
policemen and prison offi- 
cials, 

When the Olympic Finane 
cing Bill was in committee 
the Opposition members su-

ance the games, 

There have been many oc- 
casions when having a posi- 
tion of strength in commit- 
tees has worked to great 
advantage in forcing the gov- 
ernment agencies to improve 
their accounting procedures, 
especially in reporting to 
Parliament, During the past 
year the Conservative mem= 
bers on committees have 
held up appropriations until 
full accountability had been 
made by the departments 
seeking funds,

Canada, $1,000,000 for the 
Department of Regional Ec- 
onomic Expansion to hire 
outside consultants; $1,000, 
900 for the Department of 
Indian Affairs to hire outside 
consultants; $43,000,000 for 
general purpose buildings 
for the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, and others, In 
these cases we would not 
give in until we were satis- 
fied that the departments 
concerned were entitled to 
make such requests, and in 
some cases we were able to 
bring about changes in spen- 
ding policies, 

At times our tactics were 
referred to as obstruction 
ism by the government, but 
nothing could be further from 
the truth, Our Parliament- 
ary system of government 
works best when there is a 
strong, responsible opposi- 
tion in the House, In fact, on 
many occasions the Opposi- 
tion saved the government 
from defeat when the NDP 
refused to vote for legisla- 
tion that was in the best 
interests of the country at 
large, and that has been our 
policy all along, 

Most of the meaningful 
legislation tabled by the gove 
ernment, such as increases 
in veterans’ and elderly pen- 
sions, income tax cuts for 
individuals, corporate tax 
concessions, Parole Act am- 
endments, Immigration Act 
changes, and others, have 
been proposed by the Cone 
servatives for years, and 
were in our election cam-= 
paign program in 1972, And 
so, there is no substance in 


claims that we have been | 


obstructionist, 

If there have been major 
shortcomings or failures in 
the last session with res- 
pect to Parliament’s effec- 
tiveness, I would have to 
say that it is in the area of 
expansionist-type legisla- 
tion, We in the Opposition 
have been urging the gov- 
ernment to institute meas- 
ures that will stimulate the 
economy and create jobs, 
We have also called for a 
tightening up of the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Com- 
mission regulations, to give 
better service to those who 
are qualified to receive it, 
and to discourage abuses of 
a very vital government pro- 
gram, 

Instead, the government 
has been tabling stop-gap, 
short-range programs that 
are costly, solve only a part 
of the problems involved, and 
have no long-range benefits, 
I have said over and over 
again that Canada has all of 
the resources we need to 
care for our own people, 
and to ensure that our people 
have access to employment 
opportunities, What we have 
needed, and what we have not 
had, are bold, forward-look- 
ing programs that will en- 
courage people to do things 
for themselves, We must 
change our concepts of job 
training, providing oppor- 
tunities to people to train 
not only for jobs that they 
would like, but for jobs that 
will be available to them 
when their training is com- 
pleted, 

The present ad hoc mea- 
sures that the present gov- 
ernment resorts to only en- 
courage people to look for 
the easy way out, and it is 


not the fault of the people 
themselves, The fault lies 
with the government, and 
until we can bring the gov- 
ernment to identify problems 
clearly; mobilize the people 
and resources necessary to 
solve the problems with long 
range programs; and moti- 
vate Canadians in the spirit 
of our forebears, we will 
continue to bump along from 
day to day, 

During the last year we 
have moved from crisis to 
crisis, and from emergency 
to emergency, It appears at 
times as though our future is 
behind us, and that is a great 
tragedy, As far as the coming 
year is concerned, we in the 
Conservative Opposition can 
only wait and see what the 
government will do, 


If the government con- 
tinues to govern as it has in

ALFALFA MEAL = ale 
though alfalfa meal contains 
a fairly high protein level 
(14-22%) and is ofteninclud- 
ed in dry sow rations, it is 
not acceptable as a general 
source of protein for feeder 
hog rations, The quality of 
protein in alfalfa meal is 
only slightly better than that 
of cereal grains, but more 
important, it contains less 
than half the usable energy 
of barley, Experiments have 
shown that a reduced energy 
level in hog rations plays a 
bigger part than protein in 
reducing weight gains and 
feed efficiency, In fact, roue 
ghage levels of 10 to 20 
per cent in market hog ra- 
tions can reduce the rate of 
gain by as much as 25 per 
cent or more, In addition, 
these roughage levels can 
increase by 100 pounds the

FIELD PEAS = Field peas 
are a good source of protein 
for swine rations, They con- 
tain 20 to 24 per cent protein, 
Unfortunately, not enough 
field peas are grown in Ale 
berta for them to be gener-

RAPESEED = Only limite 
ed quantities of unprocessed 
or whole rapeseed can be in- 
cluded in feeder hog rations, 
In addition to lowering the 
palatability of the ration, 
rapeseed creates an adverse 
effect on rate of gain, For 
example, ten per cent rape- 
seed in the ration adds 10 to 
21 days to the feeding per- 
iod of market hogs, 

On the other hand, the de- 


trimental effect of rapeseed - 


meal on rate of gain is con= 
siderably less than that of 
whole rapeseed, The proces- 
sing that it undergoes des- 
troys most of the undesir- 
able properties found in 
whole rapeseed, However, 
since not all the toxic pro= 
perties are destroyed, as a 
general rule, not more than 
10 per cent of the finishing 
ration, should be made up of 
rapeseed meal, No reduction 
in performance will occur at 
these levels,

Sainfoin for pasture 


and

We feel that Sainfoin has 
a place in forage, The new 
variety, Melrose, has ree 
placed Eski and is certainly 
hardier, Our forage plots 
at Stan Kowalski’s farm and 
some seeded acreage at Jack 
Stevens’ would indicate this 
legume will survive, 

Being a legume, Sainfoin 
has relatively the same qua- 
lities as alfalfa, However, 
certain characteristics sh- 
ould be kept in mind, The 
Lethbridge Research Sta- 
tion, namely Dr, Hznna, ale 
so reveals the pros and cons 

1) Sainfoin does not cause 
bloat, so it can be grazed 
safely by cattle and sheep, 

2) It is highly palatable 
and produces an excellent 
rate of gain, 

3) It recovers more slow+ 
ly after cutting than alfalfa, 

4) It yields less than al- 


hay 


falfa as a hay crop in areas 
where alfalfa gives two cut- 
tings. 

5) Sainfoin fits well into 
a hay-pasture combination 
giving a good first cutting 
for hay and providing graz- 
ing in late summer and fall, 

6) Sainfoin is immune to 
alfalfa weevil and is rela- 
tively free of other insects 
and disease problems, 

7) Sainfoin combines well 
with Crested Wheatgruss, 
Timothy, Russian wild rye, 
and to acertain extent, cree- 
ping red fescue, 

Sainfoin seeds are large, 
therefore a much higher rate 
of seeding is required than 
that of alfalfa,
